Mr. H arris Newmark has been known 
in Ix)S Angeles for thirty yean*. 
He is 
intelligent iar beyond the average and 
he ig most observing of all th at comee 
within reach of his senees. Recently he 
returned home from a tour in Europe 
whicli covered a period of a year. 
In 
that time he visited many parts of the 
continentof Europe, and he has returned 
with hia mind etored with interesting 
facts. Knowing th a t Southern Europe 
liaa for many centuries been a resort for 
the dwellers in other parts of Europo on 
account 
of 
its 
climatic advantages, 
and knowing that Italy in particular has 
bsen for thousands of years the i.climatic 
Mecca of the Old World, a H e r a ld re 
porter thought 
that some interesting 
comparisons might be instituted between 
Los Angeles and the Riviera from a m e­ 
teorological point of view. H ere was the 
opportunity. Mr. Newmark is fully ac­ 
quainted with the climate of Southern 
California, he recently enjoyed a visit of 
a vear in Europe, he fs 
intelligent 
and 
observing—he 
is 
just 
the 
person to work out the relations between 
the two places from the data gathered by 
h it own brain. 
Yesterday the reporter 
sought Mr. Newmark at his office, and 
was kindly received, being allowed to in­ 
terrogate Mr. Newmark for a full hour. 
The results aro so interesting th at every 
reader of this journal will feel personally 
under obligations to Mr. Newmark for 
giving so full and comprehensive a state­ 
ment of the facts. In answer to the query 
whether he had spent some time along 
the Riviera, Mr. Newmark replied: 
“ Ye9,1 was on the western shore of 
Italy from February to hbout the first 
of April. 
In February we were at N a­ 
ples, having proceedod there from Rome. 
Now, io u are seeking information about 
the climate. I will tell you what 1 saw 
and what I was told. Naples is credited 
with possessing the very best climate in 
Europe. It did not find it f o during my 
visit. 
I was very cold. I did not experi­ 
ence a snowfall myself, bnt I know it 
did snow all along from Rome to Naples 
just before we arrivod. 
W hile we were 
there it rained. 
W hen not raining the 
weather was not agreeable. 
In the eun 
it wao too warm, and in the shade 
it was very cold. The change of te m ­ 
perature in crossing the street was e x ­ 
treme. In the winter there are no winds 
at N aples; but at other seasons the 
winds of Ban Francisco are nothing to 
those of Southern Italy. 
I was told th at 
the spring when we were there was un­ 
usually cold and disagreeable.” 


THE NEOPOLITAN HOTELS. 
l 
Naples is generally dirty. There are 
Yew portions of the city which are a t­ 
tractive to live in. There are many h o ­ 
tels in the city and some of them are 
good ones, and situate in the beat quar­ 
ters of the city. 
Ono has, however, to 
pa?s through the most objectionable por­ 
tions of NapleB to reach these. Recently 
there have been built several flue hotels 
on the high ground above the city. These 
aie in an entirely new quarter, and they 
are really large and well-equipped hotels. 
Duiing the season these are always full 
of gueBta, and they do well and make 
money. 
Yet the season is short. We 
went there in February, and th a t is 
about as early as people visit that part 
of Italy. 
By the 1st of April tourists 
are 
forced 
to 
fly. 
The tem pera­ 
ture 
becomes 
disagreeably 
warm, 
and by the 1st of 
May it 
is un- 
endurably hot. 
Strangers cannot live 
tliore at that time. Then, as showing 
how little like our climate that of Italy 
is, I may mention a little instance in our 
experience. 
While in Naples one of the 
children was taken ill, and I dare not 
remain in the city. It was too early to 
go further north, because it was still too 
cold there. I had to go to a small place 
four hours’ travel south of Naples. 
Here 
1 found a much better climate than in 
the city. 
“ Go where you will along the weetern 
shore of Italy, from Mentone or Nice to 
Naples, aud all the Riviera is dotted w ith 
hotels. 
M any places have little else to 
depend upon than these hostelries for 
tourists. The country is full of hotels. 
Small villages will have two or more of 
them. They are kept by Germans or 
Swiss for the most part, and they are 
well kept. 
Very many of them are largo 
houses. It is not uncommon to find 
hotel of 600 to 600 rooms. They 
are seldom of less than 100 to 125 rooms. 
Remember how short the season is. 
It 
lasts, at moat, three months at auy 
place; yet these hotels make money in the 
tiire; for the rest of the year they are 
closed. The houses are not so superbly 
appointed as the best American hotcis 
The rooms are for the most part dark. 
All the hotels are well supplied with 
bath-rooms for general use; but it is 
hard to find one with suites of rooms 
aud a bath-room attached. 
The at­ 
tention, however, cannot be excelled. 
In this respect theie is nothing to de­ 
sire. But there is nothing wasted, and 
you pay for just what you get. The rooms 
are lighted with candles, and an account 
is kept so that you pay for so m any can­ 
dles—just so many as you may burn. Not 
even soap is provided you. At breakfast 
you pay for each cup of coffee, each egg 
and each chop you may eat. At luncheon 
you may order h la carte, or order a lunch 
in 
general 
terms, as 
you 
please. 
At dinner 
nearly 
all dine at 
the 
table d'hote. 
Each 
day there is the 
most elaborate preparation m ade for 
this meal. 
Long tables are set in the 
most handsome m anner. 
W hen you sit 
down salt and pepper are the only things 
before you. 
Dinner consists of about teD 
courses. Each is brought along in due 
succession. The dinner costs about $1. 
For such attention as this the cost is at 
most $3 per diem. 
A millionaire could 
not get any better service than this. 
He 
m ight pay extra for a large suite of 
rooms; but outside of that, $3 will 
cover the best service. The average cosi 
at these hotels is about $2.25. Y et mod 
erate as theee chargee are, and short of 
the season is, these hotels all do well 
They make m oney; and there are multi­ 
tudes of them all along the coast.” 
WHO ARB THE TOURISTS? 
“ Yon ask me who are the tourists whi 
patronize these resorts. 
They come from 


all parts of the world. Americans take 
the lead in numbers, and the English 
o m e next. 
You meet Americans at all 
points. They go about in scores. 
Some 
of them go over every eeason. 
I met 
families there who had been abroail 
three, five, eight and more years. 
M an\ 
Americans live io Europe, and merely 
visit their 
native land on business. 
Climate is a large part of the attraction 
to them . 
There are many considerations 
to draw them thither. 
Sight-seeing, 
pleasure, comfort, art, gambling and 
what not. 
Europe is beautiful. I can- 
describe to you such places os Lake 
Maggiore, or Nice, or Monte Carlo. 
They are so beautiful. They all have 
tine hotels, fine roads, beautiful parks, 
or woods outside th e town. The roads 
are smooth as a floor and hard as a flag. 
There is not a rut in ten miles of road, 
and you do not get a bit of dust in a day’s 
driving. 
Besides the Americans and 
English, there are many Russians and 
Germans. 
W hy the Russians come to 
Wiesbaden, because it is alittle less severe 
in climate than in their own country. 
But at Wiesbaden it is cold—very cold. 
There is Montreux, in Switzerland. The 
season opens there about October, yet as 
early as that the snow is knee-deep. 
But tourists from the far north flock in 
there 
in 
October. 
The 
climate is 
mild compared with the rigors of their 
own homes.” 


CLIMATE A SECONDARY' CONSIDERATION. 
“ Yes, our climate is by all means 
much 
better 
than 
any 
I 
found 
during my 
visit to Europe. 
The 
only 
thing 
comparable 
to 
the 
weather in Southern California th at I 
experienced is in Italy, but even that at 
its best ranks far below^oura. 
H ere the 
w inters are snowless and frostless, and 
the summers are tem perate to such de­ 
gree th at prostration from the heat is 
absolutely unknown. 
Even 
invalids 
bear our hottest summer w eather aud 
feel no oppression, while the m ost deli­ 
cate system s need very little protection 
from our coldest winter weather. 
If it 
depended on climate alone we would have 
all the tourists of the world. 
B ut with 
the great mass of 
the 
people who 
travel, climate is a secondary consider­ 
ation. 
Pleasure and comforts are the 
first. Of course if a place has both at­ 
tractions combined, then it will outdraw 
all rivals. 
If we had the many other ad­ 
vantages of the Riviera added to the 
great attraction of otir climate, we would 
draw thousands to this place all seasons 
of the year. 
W here the other attractions 
exist, then the consideration of cli­ 
mate becomes paramount. To supple­ 
ment our 
climate 
we 
m ust 
have 
the other attractions. 
We need good 
hotcis. They ought to be built by public 
enterprise. 
They may not pay "directly 
at firBt; but n9 a means of drawing tour­ 
ists hero they will pay manifold profits 
to the general community. Every m er­ 
chant, every tradesm an, every banker 
and the farm ers in the country will be 
greatly benefited by visitors who come 
here and spend more or less time. 
Next 
to pleasant hotels with all modern con­ 
veniences come good roads. If the city 
and country will not construct at least 
one good road, then private enterprise 
should 
step 
in 
and 
do 
it. 
We 
need 
a 
broad, 
well 
macadamized 
road 
from 
the 
centre 
of 
the 
city to the beach at Santa Monica. That 
should be sprinkled every day. It would 
be well to have more than this, but this 
is a necessity and ought to be done at once. 
Then the city should have a good park 
somewbere. 
You talk about the Riviera 
—why, every little town of 2,000 to 5,000 
people has its park inside or its forests 
around it. All the large places have 
beautitul parks. And all over the country 
from one town to another the roads arc 
perfect. 
They 
are 
all 
aligned 
with 
beautiful 
trees, 
th at 
tower 
up, and spread out their branches until 
these interlace overhead. 
“ And other places are getting ahead of 
us in this reepect. The Hotel del Monte 
at Monterey attracts people from all parts 
of the East. It has a fine piece of wood 
around it, and good roads ran through 
this. The climate of Monterey is not 
equal to that of Los Angeles; but, as I 
told you, climate will not avail alone. 
Then there is the Coronado at San Diego. 
That hotel will make 
a 
nam e 
for 
neighbor 
to 
the 
south which 
will be known all 
over the land. 
Los Angeles m ust not rest on her oars. 
She must not imagine the battle is won. 
To attract the right sort of visitors to this 
place wo must provide better accommo­ 
dations, and more attractions, People 
will not go from home to any place where 
they do not find first class accommoda­ 
tions, all the conveniences incident to 
modern life, und the comforts they are 
accustomed to in their own hom es.” 
80 interesting aud so prolific is this 
subject, that the H e r a l d will take the 
matter up to-morrow’ and give more of 
Mr. Newmark’s views. 


WHO SHOT? 


The Temple Street Mystery 
Being Unraveled. 


BEOTHEK AND FATHER I» JA IL . 


A rtlinr \V. Dickens U ike Nephew of 
the G reat Novelist—His 
History. 


A > cw In d u stry * 
The United States M atting Company 
of New York, with a capital stock of 
f250,000, was formed for the purpose of 
manufacturing m atting for floor covering 
aud other purposes by a method or pro­ 
cess secured by U. S. patent, dated April 
17th, 1898. 
The material of which the 
matting is made grows in im mense quan­ 
tities in South Carolina and portions of 
the Pacific Coast. In South Carolina the 
company has secured 3,000 acres of these 
rush lands, where they manufacture the 
matting. All matting used in this coun­ 
try has been imported from China, is 
made by hand, usually in five feet sec­ 
tions, and then tied together, and each 
rush 
has to 
be tied 
to 
form a 
selvage. By the United States Matting 
Company’s process, each operative can 
weave in a power loom forty yards per 
day, and can attend an average, of ten 
looms, thus making 400 yards per day, 
which in a year of 300 days, aggregate 
120,000 yards. 
Matting m ade in South 
Carolina delivered in New Y ork City at 
5^4 cents per yard. Ffty weavers would 
produce a n et profit of $115,000. The pro­ 
duction of fifty weavers would find a 
ready sale in the m arket, as m atting to 
the am ount of $900,000 was imported 
last 
year, on 
which 
an ad valo­ 
rem 
duty 
of 
20 
per 
cent 
was 
paid. 
The cheapest im ported matting 
retails at ten cents per yard, while mat­ 
ting manufactured and sold at wholesale 
at 5?4 cents per yard by the company is 
superior to any imported m atting retail­ 
ing at twenty-five cents per yard. One 
of the directors of the company is now in 
our city and before his return E ast will 
establish a branch com pany somewhere 
on tnis coast for the manufacture of mat­ 
ting, and thus utilize some of the rushes 
and flags that grow abundantly on this 
xsast and which have always been eon 
sidered worthless. 


The shooting of Bernhard Weyermana 
on Monday night turns out to be a highly 
sensational affair. 
The young man may 
recover, but he is still very low. It will 
be remembered that in his statement to 
the police the wounded man took pains 
to assert. that neither his father nor h it 
brother were near when the shot was 
fired. 
The detectives into whose hands 
the m atter was placed did not accept 
this as true, and began immediately to 
investigate the relations of the brothers 
to one another. Witnesses were speedily 
found who testified to m any and re­ 
peated quarrels. On one occasion, when 
engaged in a fierce fight, they were 
parted bv J. C. W immer, who heard 
Arthur, the elder one, say to Bernhard, 
“ I will kill you yet.” 
Tho wound was inflicted with a bullet 
from a 32-calibre revolver. Dan Liebert, 
a butcher on First street, had loaned 
Arthur such a 
pistol some m onths 
since. 
Yesterday 
morning 
Officer 
Bowland, who, with Detective Metzler, 
had 
been 
working 
on 
the 
oass9 
told A rthur th at 
the Chief 
wished 
to have Borne conversation with him. 
When he entered the offics the Ohief 
opened the conversation by asking point 
blank, “ WLere is that gun?” The young 
man was completely unnerved by the 
question and told a confused story of 
having given the weapon to a Texan who 
had left the country several months ago. 
The m an was locked up and the police 
made a search of the house. 
The revol­ 
ver was not found. 
A rthur’s wife, on 
being questioned, said th at the pistol had 
been given to the Texan, but her state­ 
ment of tho time did not tally with that 
of her husband. 
In the evening Chief Cuddy asked A r­ 
thur if ho had anything more to say and 
the young m an broke down entirely, ad­ 
m itted that he had not been telling the 
truth and would make a full statement 
of the affair exactly as it occurred. 
He 
said th at he and Bernhard had walked a 
little ahead of their father and that when 
they came to the corner of Fort street his 
brother drew out a revolver and shot 
himself. This statement, which was not 
what was expected, was subjected to 
a lively cross examination. 
He admit­ 
ted that his brother was not in the habit 
of carrying a revolver, and th at he could 
not tell w hat became of the weapon. 
W hen aiiked why he ran down the 
sireot, he said it was to tell his father of 
the occurrence. 
The dram atic incident of the tffair took 
placo when tho Chief went to see the 
wounded man, who was in a great deal 
of pain and partly under the influence of 
of morphine. 
“ Where was your brother when that 
shooting took place?” asked the Chief. 
“ He was half a block away.” 
“ B ut he says himseif that he was 
standing by you, and that yon shot your­ 
self.” 
The wounded man was silent. 
“ Now, didn’t Arthur shoot you? You 
are about to d ie ; let me have the tru th .” 
“ N o ! It does not m atter what brother 
says, he did not shoot me. It was some 
unknown m an.” 
The Chief had too much respect for 
thi3 display of brotherly loyalty to press 
the m atter further. 
Bernhard admitted 
that he and his brother had quarreled 
about the latter's wife, but to the end he 
was firm in the statem ent th at Arthur 
was not his assassin. 
W hen the m atter was broached‘to the 
father, who had also been arrested, the 
old m an broke down and cried, but re­ 
fused to make any statem ent. 
One other witness has been found, a 
lady, who says that she saw the shot 
fired and that the would-be murderer 
stood near to his victim and then crossed 
the street to shoot. This makes the 
chain of evidence seemingly complete.

H is 
destination was Australia, where he re­ 
sided up to four years ago, when he came 
to America and wont to La Mars, Iowa,

he could 
find 
nothing to 
do and, finally, when 
his finances 
had 
reached 
a 
very 
low 
state, 
lie 
accepted 
a 
position 
in 
a 
livery stable. 
From this place he went 
to Sioux City where he obtained woik .‘n 
a lawyers office and shortly afterwaid 
became a writer on the Sioux Ciiy 
Herald. While in this city he becamo 
acquainted with a very handsome woman 
who spent his money with a prodigality 
that soon reduced him to penury an a 
then she, having fallen in love with h im , 
proposed th at they open a house for im­ 
moral purposes together. This disen­ 
chanted him and he came to this city 
where he had been ever since. 
He was 
never m arried and his experience with 
the woman in Sioux city was probably 
the cauBe of the bitter rem arks in his lsst 
letter.

A NEW T A R IF F TO TH E HAST. 


G eneral M anager A. N. Tow ue of the 
S. P . E xpoeted iu th e C ity 
To-day. 


W hen the Santa Fe Iioad obtained a 
firm footing in Sonthern California by 
the purchase of the California Central 
and California Southern Roads it was 
only to be expected th at considerable 
rivalry would prevail between it and the 
Southern Pacific. 
Oni of the chief evils 
connected with such a com bat has been 
th at the traveling public has Euffered 
for in order to take business away from 
each other the roads have resorted to a 
num ber of devices, such as tim ing their 
trains to arrive and depart at a given 
point in order th at connection could not 
be made with the other road, this being 
done 
to 
control 
the 
local 
traf­ 
fic. 
Instances in point are as follows: 
Train No. 17 from the north over the S. 
P. arrives at 8 a . m., and the Santa F e’o 
train for San Diego departs at 8:15 a . m. 
thus rendering it impossible for anyone 
to transfer from the San Fernando to the 
F irst street depot in tim e. Then the 
train from San Diego by the new short 
line arrives here at 12:54 p. m . while the 
Southern Pacific’s train to the north 
leaves at 1 2:45 p . m . 
Again, the night 
train from San Diego arrives at 9:24 
r. m. and the S. P .’s San Francisco train 
pulls out at 9 :30 p . m. 
At Colton this 
unpleasant state of things also exists, as 
the train to Riverside pulls out at 10:50 
a . m . or ten minutes before the arrival of 
the S. P. train, thus compelling passen­ 
gers by the last nam ed cars to lay over 
until 4 :10 p . m.

H i g h a n d L o w T a r i f f . 
The taxes on whiskey and tobacco go 
directly into the Treasury, while the 
taxes on foreign manufactures which re 
strict the im portation of foreign articles, 
and, consequently increase the price of 
th e home product to the consumer, event­ 
ually flow into the pockets of private in­ 
dividuals, or are wasted and lost in the 
■huflld.

Prof. Sumner, of Yale, a recognized 
authority in m atters of political econo­ 
my, says: 
The period, from 1840 to 1860, wus 
our period of comparative free trade. 
For an industrial history of the United 
States no period presents a greater inter­ 
est than this. 
It was a period of veiy 
great and very solid prosperty. 
The 
tariff taxes were low and their effect lim ­ 
ited. 
It waa called a revenue tariff with 
incidental protection. The manufactures, 
which, it had been said would per­ 
ish, did not perish, and did not gain 
sudden and exorbitant profits. 
They 
made steady and genuine progress.” 
‘I will add,” says Mr. Sumner, "th a t 
tho period from the Mexican to the Civil 
W ar is our golden era, if we have any 
Blaine in his “ Twenty Years in Con­ 
gress,” corroborates this when he says, 
the tariff of 1846 was yielding abundant 
revenue and the business of the country 
waa in a flourishing condition.” 
Secretary M anning, in his report of 
1885, says: “ The highest endurable rates 
of duty which were adopted in 1862-4 to 
offset internal taxes upon almost every 
taxable article, have, in most cases, now 
been retained from seventeen to twenty- 
three years after every such intern al tax 
has been removed. They have been re­ 
tained while purely revenue duties upon 
articles not competing with anything pro­ 
duced in the thirty-eight States have 
been discarded. They have been retain­ 
ed upon articles used as materials for our 
own manufactures (in 1844 adding $30,­ 
000,000 to their cost) w hich, if exported 
would compete in other countries against 
similar manufactures from untaxed ma­ 
terials.” 


Let us look closely into the effect of the 
way in which the tax on raw materials 
handicaps our possible expansion of trade 
abroad. 
In 1860, under the tariff for revenue, 
we exported manufactured cotton goods 
to the value of $10,934,790. In 1870, 
after ten years of high tariff, these ex­ 
ports had dwindled to $3,787,282, and 
only amounted to $9,981,418 in 1880, ora 
falling off of $1,000,000 in the value of our 
foreign sales of cotton goods after twenty 
years of high tariff. 
Tobacco exports fell off $1,000,000 in 
1880, after twenty years of high protec­ 
tion , and the exports of m etal and their 
manufactures, exclusive of iron and steel, 
fell off in 1880, after twenty years of high 
tariff, $200,000. 
All the m anufactures which we could 
produce and sell at our very doors if the 
raw m aterial were uutaxed, are sold by 
our British competitors who get their 
raw m aterial free. The trade of Mexico, 
which should be ours, is alm ost entirely 
in the hands of English and other Euro­ 
pean m erchants. 
In the census report 
of 1880 we find that the exports of 
British goods to Mexico in that year 
were in value $2,400,000, against $832,200 
from the United States. 
And when we 
exam ine the exports to all the Spanish 
American part of the continent, which 
should be commercially ours, we find 
that, inclusive of Mexico, those Republics 
bought in 1880, $51,235,0000 worth of 
goods from England and only $3,899,400 
from the United States. 
Vi is thuB that a monstrous and suicidal 
tariff destroys our commerce and places 
a Chinese wall around our manufacturers. 


exemplary in his private life, earnost and 
devoted to all noble public ends in his 
official career, that a Republican paper 
thus dares to speak.

gent discussion cannot but lead to its en­ 
dorsement by every man who earns 
his living by the sweat of his face. 
If 
that policy had controlled the legislation 
of the country during the last quarter of 
a century, millionaires would not have 
enormously enriched themselves out of 
the proceeds of the industries of the 
country. There would have been such a 
division between tho earnings of labor 
and the gains of 
capital as would

The high water m ark of indecency was 
reached in an editorial of the Times of 
yesterday in which Mr. Cleveland is re­ 
ferred to as “ a very good m an to discuss 
schooner of beer w ith.” 
Ordinarily a 
thing of this kind would be dismissed 
with contempt by any person of intelli­ 
gence, but as appliod to the Chief Magis­ 
trate of the U nited States it calls for re­ 
buke. 
In this same Jakey article Mr. 
Cleveland is described as having left his 
home, the City of Buffalo. H e undoubt­ 
edly did leave Buffalo, but not before he 
had served as the Sheriff of the county 
which Buffalo is situated, and as 
Mayor of the city of Buffalo as well. The 
Times says: 
W hat a peculiar spectacle is furnished 
in the case of th e present incumbent of 
the Presidential chair. 
H ere is a man 
who has abandoned the city in which he 
has lived the greater part of his life as a 
home. 
The reason assigned for this is 
that he has had no such political backing 
there as he desired. 
Such a thing 
scarcely ever happened before in the case 
of an American President. But if Cleve­ 
land is dissatisfied with Buffalo the citi­ 
zens of that city fully return the compli­ 
ment. 
It is very trae that Mr. Cleveland left 
bis home in Buffalo. B at how did he 
leave it ? Most men who had been elected 
Governor of the State of New York by a 
m ajority of 192,000 would have been con­ 
tent to change a residence in Buffalo for 
one in Albany. We cannot discover any 
paiticular hardship in such a change— 
any violence to the feelings of President 
Cleveland or any lowering of the estima­ 
tion in which he was held by his fellow 
citizens. Moat people would recognize 
sufficient provocation for a change of 
residence in such an incident. 
B ut Mr. Cleveland not only left Buf­ 
falo, but he left Albany, as well. In 
both cases his change of residence was 
compulsory. Compelled to leave Buf­ 
falo by the 192,000 majority by which 
he 
was 
elected 
Governor of 
New 
York, 
he 
was 
obliged 
to 
leave 
Albany by a m ajority of thirty-seven 
votes which he received over Blaine in 
the Electoral College for President. In 
both cases he stood not upon the order ol 
his going, but w ent at once. W ho wonld 
not 80 have gone?

There is no reason why Los AngeleB 
should not have as fine drives in her 
environs as any city in tho world. 
Our 
situation is superb for beautiful suburban 
boulevards, and there are few cities that 
posseBSso fine a stretch of hills overlook­ 
ing so splendid a valley, and through 
which excellent driveways could be 
made at comparatively slight expense 
We are beginniug now to realize, of 
course, in a not very extensive way, the 
benefits of street and avenue improve­ 
ments, which enable those who keep car­ 
riages or buggies to take pleasant short 
evening drives. The grading and pavin¡ 
of Mission road on the cast side, am 
Griffin avenue from that road the whole 
length of East Los Angeles to Dal; 
street, makes a drive connection whicl 
enables ono to perform the 
circuit 
of 
the city 
in 
a 
very 
pleasant 
manner. 
If we cro^s the river at First 
street, drive along Aliso avenue to the 
Mission road, thence 
along 
Griffin 
avenue to Downey, along that avenue to 
one of tho cross streets and thence to th e 
Buena Vista street bridge, coming back 
iato town over Buena Vista street, we 
have a drive of about three miles, nearly 
all the distance over an excellent and 
well-kept road. 
This is indeed a most 
pleasurable 
drive, not 
only on ac 
count of the good roads one drives 
upon, b a to n account of the fine views 
to be had from tlio elevated positions one 
passes oyer. Los Angeles valley and tho 
hill portion of the city look splendid from 
the heights of Aliso avenue on the east 
side, and the low portion of the city, and 
East Los Angeles and Boyle Heights 
present very fine views from the elevated 
parts of Buena V ista street. 
But of course, Los Angele3 is not con­ 
fined to this excellent drive. 
Hill street, 
G rand avenue, Flower and Figueroa, 
Adams and Washington streets and Agri 
cultural Park, all are attractive road­ 
ways., to let a fine horse out upon. Incon­ 
venience is found in many of our streets 
that would otherwise be pleasant to drive 
over if the city authorities had been more 
economical nud circumspect in their 
street railroad franchises. 
In some not 
over wide east-and-west streets the city 
has perm itted the railroad companies to 
put down double tracks with so wide 
space in tho centre as to really not 
leave carriage room on either side. And 
then they have perm itted the companies 
in m any places to put down the T rail 
and let it project so high above the road­ 
way as to be a terror to drivers. These 
aro drawbacks, however, that will be 
remedied in time. The flat rail should 
alone bo allowed in our streets, and the 
companies should be compelled either to 
conform to the existing grade, or if it is 
above the level of the street to graduate 
the road on either side so that tbe tracks 
would not project above the driveway. 
We look forward to the day when Los 
Angeles will have as fino drives as 
Chicago, New York, or even Paris, nnd 
the road from the Place de la Concorde 
to the Bois de Boulogne and tho Cascades 
is, in our estimation, tho most charm ing 
carriage way possessed by any city in the 
world.

THE 
MESSAGE 
TO 
CONGRESS. 


W hat the President Says About the 
Rejection of the Fish­ 
eries Treaty. 


Apsociated Press D ispatches to tho H f.r a l d . ! 


W a s h i n g t o n , August 23.—The Presi­ 
dent sent the following message to Con­ 
gress this afternoon: 
To the Congress of the United States: 
The rejection by tho Senate of the 
treaty negotiated for the settlem ent anil 
adjustm ent of the differences existing be­ 
tween the United States and Great Bri­ 
tain concerning the rights and privileges 
of the American Fishermen in the ports 
and waters of Bri ish North America, 
seems to justify a survey of the condition 
to which the pending question is thus re­ 
m itted. The treaty, upon the subject, 
concluded in 1818, through disagreements 
as to the meaning of its terms, has baon 
a fruitful at urce of i rilation and trouble. 
Our citizens engaged in fishing in the 
waters adjacent to Canada have been 
subjected to numerous voxatious, inter­ 
ferences and annoyances. 
Their vessels 
have been seized npon pretexts which 
appeared to be entirely inadmissible, and 
they have been otherwise treated by the 
Canadian auth jrities and officials in a 
m anner inexcusably harsh and oppres- 
ive. This conduct has 
been 
justi­ 
fied 
by Great Britian 
and 
Canada 
by 
tbe 
claim that 
the 
treaty 
of 1818 perm itted it, and upon the ground 
that it was necessary to the proper pro­ 
tection of Canadian interests. 
We deny 
that the treaty agreements justify tbeee 
acts, and further maintaiu that, aside 
from any restraints of disputed interpre­ 
tation, the relative positions of 
the 
Uuilod States and Canada as near neigh­ 
bors, the growth of our j )int commerce, 
the development and prosperity of both 
countries, which amicable relations sure­ 
ly guarantee, and above all, the liberal­ 
ity always extended by the United States 
to the people of Canada, furnish ties for 
kindness and consideration 


b e t t e r t h a n t r e a t y c o v e n a n t s. 
W hile keenly sensitive to all that was 
exasperating in the condition, and by no 
m eans indisposed to support tho just 
complaints oi our injured citizens, I still 
deemed it my duty to attem pt by negoti 
aliona to remedy the existing wrongs, 
and finally to eliminate by a fair and just 
treaty those ever-recurring causes of 
difficulty. I fully believe the treaty just 
rejected by the Senate was well suited 
to the exigency, and 
th at its 
pro­ 
visions 
were adequate 
for security 
in future from yexa'ious 
incidents, 
and for the promotion of friendly neigh­ 
borhood and intimacy,without sacrificing 
in th e least our National pride or dignity. 
It is of importance to note that this has 
been effected without any apparent dis­ 
position on the part of the Senate to 
am end its provisions, and with the evi­ 
dent intention that no negotiations should 
at present be concluded touching the 
m atter at issue. 
I am by no means dis­ 
posed to abandon the interests and rights 
of our people in the premises, or neglect 
their grievances, and I therefore turn to 
the contemplation of 
THE PLAN OF RETALIATION 
W hich still rem ains of treating the sit­ 
uation. 
I am not unmindful of the 
gravity of the responsibility assumed in 
the adoption of this lino of conduct, nor 
do I fail to appreciate its seriousness. 
It 
will he impossible to injure our Canadian 
neighbors by retaliatory measures with­ 
out 
inflicting 
some 
damage 
upon 
our 
own citizens. 
The 
policy 
of 
retaliation 
embraces 
the 
infliction 
of tbe greatest harm upon those who 
have injured us with the least possible 
damage to ourselves, and above all things

the plan of retaliation, if entered upon, 
should bo thorough and vigorous. These 
considerations lead me to invoke the aid 
and couLsel of Congress and its support 
in such further grant of power as seems 
necessary and desirable to render effec­ 
tive the policy I have indicated. 
Con­ 
gress has already passed a law providing 
that in the case American fishing ves­ 
sels be in, or visiting on the waters, or at 
any of the ports of the British dominions 
of North America, should be, or have 
been lately deprived of the rights which 
they were entitled by law, or if they 
were denied other privileges therein 
specified, the President might deny to 
vessels, and their masters and crews, of 
the B ritish dominions of North America, 
aDy entrance into the water, ports or 
harbors of the U nited States, and also de­ 
ny entry into any port or place of the 
United StaU s of any product of said do­ 
minions, or other goods coming from 
there to the U nited States. 
While I 
shall not hesitate upon proper occasions 
to enforce this act, it would seem neces­ 
sary to suggest that if its enforcement is 
lim ited in such a m anner as shall result 
in the least possible injury to our own 
people, it would propably be 


e n t i r e l y in a d e q u a t e . 
To the accomplishment of its p urposes 
I deem it my duty, therefore, to call the 
attention of Congress to certain particu­ 
lars in the action of the authorities of tbe 
Dominion of Canada in addition to the 
general allegations already made, which 
appear to be in such marked contrast to 
the friendly position of our country, as, 
in m y opinion, to call for such legislation 
as will, upon the principles already 
stated, properly supplem ent the power to 
inaugurate the retaliation already vested 
in the Executive. 
Actuated by the gen­ 
erous spirit which has characterized our 
legislation, our tariff laws have since 
18G6 been so far waived in favor of 
Canada as to allow free of duty the tran­ 
sit across the territory of the United 
States of property arriving at our ports 
and destined to Canada, or exported 
from Canada to other countries. 
The President here quotes the twentv- 
niuth article of the treaty of Washington, 
between the United States and Great 
B ritain, negotiated in 1871, which ho 
says was largely a modification of the 
treaty of 1818, in which the privileges 
referred to were made reciprocal and 
given by Canada to the United States. 
Continuing the President’s message say s: 
D aring the last six mouths the imports 
and exports of the British Canadian 
provinces 
carried 
acrosB the United 
States under tbe privileges granted by 
our laws am outed in value to about $270,­ 
000.000, nearly all of which were goods 
dutiable under our tariff laws. By far 
the larger part of this traffic consisted of 
exchanges of goods between Great Britain 
and her American provinces, brought to 
and earried from our ports in our own 
vessels. The treaty stipulations entered 
into by our Government were iu harmony 
with the laws which were then on our 
statute books and are still in force. I 
recom m end im m ediate legislative action 
conferring upon the Executive 
POWER TO SUSPEND BY PROCLAMATION 
The operation of all laws and 


and merdhandtse in bond across or over 
the territory of the United States to or 
from Canada. There need be no hesita­ 
tion in suspendiug those laws, arising 
from the supposition th a t their continu­ 
ation is secured by treaty, for it seems 
quite plain that Article 29 of the treaty 
of 1871, which was tho only article in­ 
corporating such laws, term inated in 
July, 1885. Ih e article itself declares 
that its provision shall rem ain in force 
for the term of years mentioned in Art­ 
icle 23 of this treaty. Turning to Article 
33, we find no mention of the 29th art­ 
icle, but find a provision referring to Art­ 
icles 18 to 25, inclusive, aud Article 30. 
I am of the opinion that the “ term of 
years” referred to in Article 29, means 
the period during which Articles 18 to 25, 
inclusive, and Article 
30, commonly 
called the Fishery Article, Bhall continne 
in force. In addition to other satisfac­ 
tory evidence supporting the ORBStruc- 
tion of the language of Article 29, it will 
it will be found that the law passed by 
Congress, Mareli 1, 1873, to carry the 
ty into effect, furnishes conclusive 
proof of the correctness of such construc­ 
tion. 
After quoting the act of M arch, 1873, 
the President says: 
H ere, then, is the 
d s inct enactment of Congress limiting 
the duration of this article of the treaty 
to the time that Articles 18 to 25 inclu­ 
sive, and Article 30 should continue in 
force. There appearing to b e no conflict 
or inconsistency between tbe treaty aud 
the act of Congress, last cited, it is not 
necessary to invoke the well settled prin­ 
ciple in the case of such conflict. The 
statute governs whether the law of 1873 
construes the treaty or governs it. 
Sec­ 
tion 29 of such treaty, I have no doubt, 
terminated with the proceedings taken 
by our Government to term inate Articles 
18 to 25 inclusive, and Article 30 of tbe 
treaty. These proceedings had their in­ 
ception in the joint resolution Congress 
passed May 3, 1883, declaring th at these 
articles ought toba term inated and direct­ 
ing tho President to give the notice to 
Great Britain, provided for in Article 33 
of the treaty. Such notice having been 
given two years prior to the 1st of July, 
1885, the articles mentioned were 
ABSOLUTELY TERMINATED 
On th at day, but the statutes granting 
to the people of Canada valuable priv­ 
ileges of transit for their goods, which 
had been passed prior to the making of 
the treaty of 1871, and independently of 
it, remained in force, and even since the 
abolition of the treaty the people of the 
Dominion enjoyed without lim it the ad­ 
vantages of our liberal and generous 
laws. 
W ithout basing our complaint 
upon the violation of the treaty, it is 
nevertheless true th at such refusal of 
trausit and other injurious acts which 
have been recited constitute a provoking 
insistence upon rights neither m itigated 
by tho am enities of National intercourse 
nor mollified by a recognition of our lib­ 
erality and generosity. 
The history of 
the events connected with this subject 
makes it manifest that the Canadian 
Government can adm inister its laws and 
protect the interests of its people with­ 
out a manifestation of unfriendliness, 
and without the unneighborly treatm ent 
of our fishery vessels of which we have 
justly complained, and whatever is done 
on our part shall bo done in the hope 
th at the disposition of the Canadian 
G overnment may relieve the occasion to 
resort to the executive power now sought 
to be brought about. 
I wish to call the 
attention of Congress to another subject 
involving such wrongs and unfair treat­ 
ment to our citizens as in my opinion re­ 
quires prompt action. The 
NAVIGATION OF THE GREAT LAKES 
And tho immense business and carrying 
trade growing out of the same have been 
treated broadly and liberally by the 
C nited States Government and made 
free to all m ankind, while the Canadian 
railroads and navigation companies share 
in our country transportation npon term s 
as are as favorable as are accorded our 
own citizens. The canals and other pub­ 
lic works built and m aintained along the 
line 
of 
lakes 
are 
made 
free 
to 
all. 
In contrast 
to 
this 
condition 
and 
evincing 
a 
narrow 
and 
un­ 
generous 
commercial 
spirit, 
every 
lake and canal which is a public work in 
Canada, is subject to tolls. By the treaty 
of 1871 a provision was made to secure to 
the citizens of the United States the use 
of the W elland, St. Lawrence and other 
canals in the Dominion of Canada on 
term s of equality with the inhabitants of 
the Dominion, and yet evidence has for 
some time been before Congress showing 
that the tolls charged on cargoes des­ 
tined to Canadian ports are nearly all 
refunded, while cargoes 
hound 
for 
American 
ports 
are 
not 
allowed 
such 
advantage. 
I recommend that 
legislation 
be 
had 
as 
will 
give 
Canadian vessels navigating our canals 
and their cargoes the same advantages 
granted to our vessels and cargoes upon 
Canadian canals, and that the same be 
measured by exactly the same rule of 
discrimination. 
These 
are 
subjects 
which partizanship should not disturb or 
confuBe. 
Let us survey the ground 
calmly, and 
having p ut aside other 
means of settlem ent, if we enter the 
policy of retaliation, let us pursue it 
firmly, with a determination to subserve 
the interests of onr people and maintain 
the high standard and becoming pride of 
American citizenship.

Its Dead. 


TH E VICTIMS OF TH E COLLISION. 


Only Three of the Thirteen Bodies 
Recovered—California News 
Nuggets.

S a n F r a n c is c o , August 2 3 .—The terri­ 
ble accident off Fort Point, in the Bay, 
here yesterday, which resulted in the 
sinking of the steamer City of Chester 
and great loss of life, is still the chief 
topic of conversation. There is consider­ 
able diversity of opinion as to who was to 
blame for the collision. The officers of 
the Oceanic and Harbor Pilot Meyers who 
was bringing her in over the bay, claim 
that Captain Wallace of the Chester was 
at fault, in that he did not conduct his 
ship in accordance w ith the signals ex­ 
changed. On the other hand Captain 
Wallace holds that he was in the right, 
and thinks if there is any blame it rests 
with the efficers of the Oceanic. Thus 
far only three bodies have been reported 
found, but 


THE NUMBER OF THE DEAD 
Is still estimated as at least thirteen. A 
large crowd congregated about the mor­ 
gue this morning iu anticipation of find­ 
ing more bodies, but no more were re­ 
covered. 
Nothing has been done to­ 
wards holding'an inquest, though Coro­ 
ner Stanton has learned that the disaster 
occurred within the bounds of his juris­ 
diction. The latest list of the dead and 
missing is as follows: Edwin Chambers, 
R obert Felton, Adam Richmond, J. C.

The Coroner does not think that any 
corpses will bo found for eight or nine 
days. 
Some of the people were possibly 
caught by the wreck and held under the 
water by it, and their bodies cannot, of 
course, be recovered unless the wreck is 
raised.

N eenau, Wrs., August 23.—At m id­ 
night last night, a large paper mill, 
owned by Geo. W hitney on the island 
between this city and M enasha was 
burned. While the burning structure was 
surrounded by a crowd, a battery of 
boilers exploded, the roof and walls 
were thrown outward, sending a shower 
of 
bricks 
and 
tim ber 
among the 
spectators. 
Eighteen 
persons 
were 
killed, seven fatally injured and a num ­ 
ber 
less 
seriously 
hurt 
several of 
whom will die. The mill, a three-story 
structure, cost $100,000 and was operated 
day and night. 
When the flames broke out fifty men 
were at work in the building. The fire 
alarm brought several hundred people to 
the spot, who crowded as close to the 
burning building as the intense heat 
would permit. At about 1 :3 0 
a . m., 
while the building was a mass of flame, 
th e explosion occurred. 
W ithout warn­ 
ing the roof was thrown upward, and the 
outward walls of the brick crumbled and 
crashed into the street in an instant. 
Scores of men were buried under the de­ 
bris. There was a moment of silence, 
then 


a c b y o f h o r r o r 
From the multitude. The first strong 
im pulse to fly from possible further dan­ 
ger was soon overcome, and hundreds 
began the work of recovering the bodies 
of the dead and rescuing the injured. 
Body after body was found crushed and 
m angled by the great 
timbers 
and 
m asonry almost 
beyond 
recognition. 
The injured were carried to neighboring 
residences and their homes as soon as 
their identity could be fixed. 
HOW TUB ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 
The fire started from the shavings in 
th e engine room. 
After the roof fell the 
firemen turned the hose upon an im­ 
m ense revolving iron bleacher filled with 
straw rags superheated. 
An explosion 
followed. 
The bleacher was carried two 
hundred feet across the tramway where 
m ost of the people were standing, mow­ 
ing them down like grass. It passed 
about as high as a m an’s head and most 
of those killed and injured were struck 
by it on the head. 
THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
The dead are ad follows: John Moore, 
Joseph Bridges, Win. Gueltz, Thomas 
Dourgais, Frank Sheffer, Gilbert Mericle, 
Chris Laighousre, John L Eichowger, 
John Hoffman, Lewis Roesch, Joe Bull, 
John Elke, Thomas Jetters, Showelschji, 
Sylvester Jeijhouse and one man un­ 
known. The fatally injured a re : Albert 
H oechraer, Benj. Crouse, Joseph Smitge, 
Joe Smith, John Suller, Tingle Soeltz. 
Seven of the killed were coopers by 
trade. Nearly all leave large families in 
poor circumstances. They will be buried 
at the city’s expense, probably all to­ 
gether, next Sunday. The mayor ap­ 
pealed to the citizens for aid for the des­ 
titute families. A coroner’s jury has 
been impaneled and will investigate.

Sometimes pa­ 
tients feel es though thclr w hole head w u in a 
state of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient Is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping Into th e th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from 
th e head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors the flow dow nw ard, his rest is fre­ 
quently disurbed from th is cause. M any suffer- 
erf ar» obliged to lie w ith th e head veiy m uch 
elevated in order to Bleep w ith some degree 
of com fort. 
“ 
Iu others, a tough, viscid an d ofibnsive phlegm 
collects behind and above th e soft palate, in 
the passage between th e th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to th e parts with gluish tenacity.

Cases are occasionally m et w ith in whioh % 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, and then putrid* a, 
giving rise to a stench w hich is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmos­ 
phere of a whole room ; an d th ere are others In 
w bich all th e secretions of th e m em brane ars 
suspended, causing an u n pleasant feeling of 
dryness, h est and leverishngss in the head and 
noBe— a condition popularly know n as “Dry 
C atarrh.” 
' 
The disease speedily extends to th e a ir cavi­ 
ties of the bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
ing rice to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or com pression over tfce forehead, espe­ 
cially in the region above an d betw een th e 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, Irrita­ 
tion, sorenesE, or pain in th e nostrils near th e 
root of tho nose, as well as in th e npper p art of 
th e throat, above and behind th e soft palate.

In som e cases it becom es so revoltingly ofibn­ 
sive as to render th e sufferer an object of d is­ 
gust to him self as well as to others. 
The nasal m em bra-'e is thickened an d con­ 
gested, causing tho noce to be stopped np, some­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es on the o th er, and 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, and occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysm s of sneezing.
